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The Evening School. 


The time for (lie opening of evening schools is rapidly ap- 


proaching and has already been reached in some cities. And 
it is a time when the atleiilion of thoughtful -people is called 
to the extraordinary educaiiona]'advantages which are offered 
to the youth of this country ,and hoVph'ly'lo yoiilh/but to peo 
pie of mature years, who are welcomed to the evening schools 
and .there given opportunities which were denied them in theii 
younger days. It is true that the grown people who come into 
these schools are foreigners, Ihe compulsory education laws of 
the;country being such that Ihe boys; and girls are bound .to 
receive at least a rudimentary education in (heir youthful 
years. 


Of the value of Ihese evening schools there can be no ques 


tion, albeit there are (hose who question the propriety of lax- 
ing the people for teaching some of the things that are taught 
in them.. The evening school was established for leaching the 
elementary branches lo those who had been denied the oppor- 
tunity for studying them, but,':li^e,niosl other things in this 
country, the work of Ihe evening school has been expanded 
until now it is almost prepared to til a person for college. 
The 


curriculum of one opened in an eastern city a few nights ago 
includes modern languages, Qpmin'ercial subjects, mathematics, 
history and government. 
1 The 'teaching of most of Ihese sub- 


jects was not contemplated when evening schools were begun. 
The evening school was founded for Ihe benefit of persons 
who had missed the opportunity to ground themselves in the 
common branches of study, 'hrtirder' that they might become 
better citizens and by so doing return to the public the cost of 
(heir instruction. 


But as an institution the evening'school is a good and desira- 


ble thing. If there is a tendency in places lo carry its work lo 
Ihe point of extravagance the remedy should lie in the hands 
of the people who foot the bills. 
II,is for (hem lo say how far 


the evening school shall become Ihe "poor man's college." 
As matters stand now there is no gainsaying the fact that Ihe 
educational opporlunilies ef ihis country surpass (hose of any 
other nation on earth. In most parts of the country education 
is not only free, but compulsory. The day school is supple- 
mented by the evening school and it takes a harder fight lo 
remain ignorant than it does to acquire a reasonable education.
